The muuth of the inlet leading to the 
Albert was 20O yard, wide, with * depth 
of from 2\ tu 5 fathtinii, and its course 
wax almost sttaight ma v by W. direc- 
tion, for nearly three mil™, the hanks were 
fringed by mangrovei, behind which 
flrelihrif eile nsitr mud flats, which being 
encrusted Kith (alt, glistened in the mn 
like water.

The inlet became tortuoui, but it i It re - 
lairted ill 6iat direction , becoming a mile 
wide, aud atudded with ijlandi, tight mile> 
from the month, but ilecnutDg in depth 
to ■careely two fathoma. Al the ialtti, 
the inlet bifurcated, one branch turning 
abort off to the wtniward. Thii, although 
ihe smaller, wai firrt exarained.

Seven 
milei eat) by north, the country was 
well wooded, and rather higher in 
level . (he soil was light brown, with- 
out *an J, and deep. It in quite 
evident that this alluvial tract 
has been not long reclaimed from the 
ocean. The temperature at (he junction 
of the two branches was at night 80', at 
noon B7-, and at \ km. S2- Here an 
eclipse of the moon was observed. 

Three miles up the southern brunth 
(but tlx by the windings) an iiland Was 
passed, where the river was two fathomt 
deep and 2 jfi yudt wide. The water was 
found to be fresh. As this fact proved 
the nature of the river, it was called the 
Albert.in honour of Ilea MtJtsTY's royal 
consort. 

Three islands occurred a mile further, 
where ihe cliffs oq one tide were ten feet 
wide, sad on the other wal a point three- 
quarters of a mile across, rdund which the 
river turned ; til other itlaudi aud two 
creeks occurred here. 

The monulonous mangroves gave place 
to gum-lreetandacacias,— brown wliiilling 
ducks made their appearance. ; the river 
increased in w idth with a depth of nine 
feet, and suddenly turned to southward 
.itid eastward. The moruing temperature 
was only 53-. The tides ruse four feet, 
flood and ebb, each runntBg from one to 
two knots. Stringiof islets still occurred, 
the river winding comtderably , in one 
tpot it turned ihort off to the nurthwarJ, 
round a low tandy point a mile long and 
a quarter of * mile wide | on the oppusite 
side the cliffs being thirty feet high. 

Here a party of natives had made their 
fires, and wen observed, unknown to 
themselves, to be employed digging the 
if arrow, a Common etc o lent root. Others 
were burning the bush, and looking put 
for game and inaket. 

" The tpectacle 1 '■ says our author, 
" was an interesting our. It does not often 
fall to the lot of Ihe white man to behold 
the mid people of the earth engaged in 
their daily avocations, completely uncon- 
scious tbnt the gate of a soptriur 
class of beings is upon them." 
This remark will call to mind a similar 
passage in LrirnH Air it's second lecture. 
" It waa," adds the gallant oncer, " with 
great reluctance that I departed without 
making our presence known j but I could 
not refrain from leaving, it the place 
where we landed, the perplexing legacy 
of a few presents." 

After two miles progress to the south, 
and then to (be west, the river opened 
into a splendid ibeet of water. A mile 
from this the party had found "id a 
crooked teach, some natirr hutt, built of 
nicks, and neatly plastered over, with 
doort so narrow that none of our broad- 
shouldered fellows could eoter.' - 

The brown whistling ducks were here 
no more seen ; but other tpecies instead. 
A large alligator arTurdcd some tpurl, but 
nit nut taken. 

The country became gradually higher 
and extremely picturesque. Tall palms 
and bamboos enriched the lower slu|»es of 
the banks, that rose 50 feet in height, 
and were intersected by frequent waler- 
Gouitei. The river still trended il.W, $8,, 
being 21 fathoms deep, and 200 yards 
wide , no change occurring for three 
miles. At a prospect was opened of 
prnrtrsting far inland, the name of this 
reach was called Hope Reach. A lkrlch 
of this spot by Lieutenant Uosi exhibits 
a scene uf great beauty, and which re- 
winds one of the reach of the Wultondilly 
at the junction of the Nait*i, looking up- 
wards. 

We must let Captain Mini, tell his 
awn story. " It was in truth aa glorious 
a prospect as could greet the eye. A 
magnificent iheel of water lay before n> 
in irnr unbroken expanse, resembling a 
smuuth I ran since ut lake.

The country 
that Itielcbed away from either bank wxa 
an extensive plain, covered with long 
coarse grass, above which was occasionally 
seen the head of a kangaroo, listening, 
with its acute ear, for our approach." 

" Mu high land presented itself in xnv 
direction, and the eye was only relieved 
try the growth of tree* and shrubs that 
marked the line of water -courses, the na- 
tural drains of the country, which had 
formed deep cliamielj through the banks. 
The gum-lreet near the river were of con- 
siderable size, though small on tbe plains. 
A light kind uf mould of gieat i 
without a particle of done uf any 
wis the character of the soil." 

Cat-fish and a dark kind of bream were 
hooked in ihe Albert , and beside i quails, 
pigcont, and finches common to tbe north- 
wen coast, duckt of two tpeciet, upoon- 
bills, black ami white geese, and a rail 
resembling the English moor-hen, abound. 
Black swaut were not found, nor on the 
north-west coast. Captain Stokes thinks, 
they do not occur northward of i 7 de- 
grees south. 

The depth of the river (till continued 
regular, oi fnifjo,,,,. wlt li , width of i00 
yards. Seven toilet upwards a branch 
was thrown off to the westward, where the 
depth was six fathomi , but all progress 
was impeded by the jungle, and the quan- 
tity uf sunken timber which after two 
miles defied access lu boats. On the 
fourth day the party explored the south 
branch. There they observed drift wood 
and rushes in the trees fifteen feet above 
their heads. This wai at a distance of 
more than fifty miles from the entrance. 
It is clear that great bodies of tain water 
must occasionally descend from the 
ranges, carrying before the Hoods the spoils 
of the forest. From this point, as all fur- 
ther progress to boats teemed to be cut 
off, Captain Stokis started on a land 
journey. 

" Following up a short woody valley, 
ascending the summit of tlie level, a view 
burst upon him" of " a Vast boundless 
plain, here and thete doited over with 
woodland isles," The river to Ihe 
southward wai traceable by large sized 
gums and palms. No trace of the western 
branch could be made out. The soil 
wai itilla light coloured mould, of great 
depth, richer than any seen near Port 
Kssingtim, sad according to one so well 
qualified to judge aa Sir W. Hoortna, who 
kindly examined some brought to Kug- 
land. is of a rich quality, continuing the 
opinion entertained of it, which suggested 
for this part of the continent, the name 
of the " Plains of Promise." Two platea 
illustrate the description uf thete alluvial 
tracts, which appear, so fares they lead ua 
to judge, tu deserve their assignee! name. 
Km us are common here, according In 
StoxKsand LiicmiAam. A iinall like 
lay to the north, Another mile lo the 
westward brought the explorer to the 
river, where ill size " was reduced to a 
mere rivulet.Leing scarcely fifteen yards 
wide, with a depth or fire feet. " This, at 
we have before observed, seemi to msik 
the Btama't Brook of LtcCuHsanr. 

There is something amusing in the 
account given hy Captain Stoke-, of the 
euthutiatm which led him to gxtn " al- 
most onefAer two miles," when he aiys, 
" I availed myself of the opportunity of 
ooUtrijipimg ma; rompuman* in apprfutrhitig 
Itmardt that land of m^s/ery, Central 
Avrtrutitt, desiring IE..--M to make the 
rivers abreast. / run a nhort itiitanct 
fvrtktr, when I again met the Albeit, 
flowing un ru before, with undiminished 
tiie. £rtn tin thert dutamct rut *omr- 
thiag to if n< a in a Htwr auf untrodden 
eaumify. " 

The river wai uill traceable lo the 
southward ; but whether it has its source 
in a swamp or in the M&tttm Cordillera, 
Captain Stokxs did not know. Lsicii- 
uiaiiT'tpreienijourneywillprobably teach 
in, even more than his former one, of tbe 
probable high ranges southward whence 
these ami his numerous riven lake their 
rite. Captain Btokei points out the re- 
cent character of the soil j a few flattened 
potphyritic walcr-borne pebbles were 
all the stones he taw. The fact 
no doubt it, thai all (hit tract 
on the coast of the gulf is a continuation 
of elevated mud flats, puinling out Ihe 
geological change still going on, by 
which the country is rising to a higher 
level and consequently becoming drier. 

The |>oiition of Captain Stdxks i 
17-5*4 south, longitude 13B il east of 
Ureeuwich. LircuHixtiTX was aa be- 
fore -mentioned, 1 7*57 south, within 4(H) 
milei from the centre of tbe continent. 

Captain Stoebs thinks it is an adinita 
hie point for tipfaring t he inferior, " A 
few camels, with skim for carrying water, 
would be Ihe means of effecting this end 
in a very 111011 time. In one month these 
i tiips »f the desert, at they have been 
called, might accomplish, at a trifling ex- 
pense, that which has been attempted in 
vain by the outlay of so mueh money." 
lie urges thit discovery on various ac- 
count!, and adds: " [u the whole con- 
tinent there exists no point of departure 
to be compared with the head of the 
Albert. The expedition should, as 1 have 
bclore remarked, go lo Investigator Road, 
which lies only 27 miles north-north-west 
from the entrance. Here the flat-bottomed 
boats, taken out in frame, for the purpose 
of carrying up the came Is, should be put 
together, and towed thence It* the river," 

Captain Sroavs is no doabt right as to 
Ihe point of departure ; and it it earnestly 
to be desired, that independent or th* re- 
searches of LdcinttauTandof Sir Titoaiss 
MucHii.L, in ex jiedition devoted expressly 
to penetrating to Ihe rrntrt of the con- 
tinent could lie set on foot. The intrepid 
man who lias just again left us, will not 
leave Captain cs'toxes's suggestion, if it 
reaches him, unnoticed.
